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Romulus High School Teacher Faces 
Charges of Child Sexual Abuse 
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William Raeck

Forty-three-year-old William F. 


Raeck, Jr.,a Romulus resident who has ~ 


taught in Romulus Community Schools 
for the past 20 years, faces charges of 
child abuse and child sexual abuse. 

According to Lieutenant Kevin 
Kraus of the Romulus Police Depart 
ment, Raeck was taken into custody on 
Friday, September 22, following an ini- 
tial investigation by police, and charged 
with two counts each of child abuse in 
the first degree and child sexually abu- 
Sive activity. 

Although the two alleged victims 
(one currently 19 years old; the other, 
age 13) were both Raeck's students, 
Krause was quick to emphasize that 


none of the incidents reported to date 


took place on school property or during 
school activities. Rather, all supposedly 
occurred at Raeck's Romulus home, 
his home in the Irish Hills, or at his 
former business, Mr. Bill's Pizza of 
Romulus. All incidents are believed to 
have taken place between 1991 and 
1994. 


Kraus did not give specifics regard- 
ing the nature of the sexually abusive 
behavior purported to be involved, but 
did say that police were investigating 
the use of photographs and video tapes 
in connection with the incidents. 

Joel Carr, Assistant Superintendent 
for Finance and Operations for the 
Romulus schooldistrict, told The Romu- 
lus News that an investigation into the 
charges against Raeck willbe conducted 
by the District as well. In the meantime, 
in accordance with Michigan tenure 
laws, the Romulus High School teacher 
has been suspended with pay until the 
inquiries are concluded. 

According to Carr, this is the first 
time that the District has been made 
aware of such complaints against 
Raeck. 

Raeck, who is currently free ona 
$60,000 cash bond, is scheduled to 
appear in court for preliminary exami- 
nation on Wednesday, October 25. 0 





Council OKs Funds For Street Repair

At its regular meeting held on Mon- 
day, September 25, the Romulus City 
Council passed aresolutionto set aside 
more than $700,000 for the repair of 
several badly damaged roads in the 
Meadowdale subdivision. 

The original motion to repair these 
streets — Leroy (from Oak Tree Lane to 
Groveland), Knurlwoode, Ridgebrook 
Path, Hermosa, Burning Tree Place 
(from Hermosa to Leroy), and Wildfox 
Court — was made at the September 11 
Councilmeeting, but discussion ensued 
over the second reading and final adop- 
tion of the motion when Councilman 
Jimmie C. Raspberry asked his col- 
leagues to consider changing the sta- 
tus of the directive from "resolution" to 
"ordinance." 

"| hadreceived numerous Calls from 
Meadowdale subdivision residents who 
were afraid that our resolution to repair 
their streets would never become a 
reality,” Raspberry told The Romulus 
News."One concernwas that, following 
the November 7th election, some or all 
of the new Council members might not 
wish to spend such a large sum on road 
repair, and therefore try to rescind the 


resolution. Since a resolution can be 
amended or rescinded by a simple 
majority vote, but an ordinance cannot 
be overturned with less than five votes, 
| thought that passing the motion as an 
ordinance would reassure residents.” 
Reaction to Raspberry's sugges- 
tion was mixed. Although they under- 
stood his concern, some of his col- 
leagues expressed doubt that any of 
the candidates currently seeking office 
would attempt to reverse a decision 
made in good faith by the current City 
Council. No one, including Raspberry, 
wanted this to become a "political issue." 
Because new ordinances must be 
published in the City's official newspa-

On Monday, September 11, be- 
tween about 6 and 7 p.m., there was a 
dangerous traffic jam on southbound 
Middlebelt Road just before Wick Road.

Author/Historian Shares 
Michigan Memories

So much of the allure of a border 
State like Michigan resides in the history 
of her people, and few storytellers truly 
sanctioned to caricature their saga are 
as entertaining as Michigan writer Larry 
Massie. It is not so surprising that his 
latest accomplishment "Michigan 
Memories," his twelfth book, is yet an- 
other episode in his astonishing obses- 
sion with our state. | 

In "Michigan Memories," Massie 
blends his irrepressible zeal and wit 
with sufficient scholarship to prevent his 
inclination toward the dramatic andironic 
from distorting the truth of our history. 
He tells us that once Michigan was 
populated by generative souls, dream- 
ers and builders, Indians and frauds, 
wild with vision, sick with ambition. It 
seems that soon after its glacial waters 
receded, Michigan has hosted a fasci- 
nating cast of eccentrics, often engag- 
ing individuals who reveal and enlarge 
our history. 

lt was Michigan soil that nourished 
celery; it was Samuel J. Dunkley, who, 
with the help of gamboling chubby nude 
ladies, hawked "Celerytone" as an aph- 
rodisiac "par excellence." Itwas fashion 
that called for wasp-waisted figures; it 
was Michigan industry that enslaved 
womento manufacture bone-reinforced 
corsets that literally squeezed the life 
from many a sweetheart. But women 
were saved! Yes! Women were saved 
fromcorsets by the fraud psychic healer, 
Dr. James M. Peebles, who claimed he 
would "seize with a pair of tongs every 
pair of corsets on earth and make one 
great pyramid pile, and. . .burnthemto 
ashes." Womenwere Saved. Yes, saved! 
By Mary Pengelly who claimed she could 
cure the ailments caused by the deadly 
corset with a dose of "Zoa Phora" — a 
wicked mixture, mostly alcohol. If you 
think Massie's sense of irony will ne- 
glect to reveal that Mary Pengelly was 
also a pillar of the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union, thenyou justhaven't 
discovered Massie. His stories are many, 
varied, and endlessly entertaining. 

Having matured without deviation 
from his passion, Massie, the recipient 
of three degrees in history, now ranks 
as the preeminent voice of Michigan 
tradition and folklore. One can trace his 
literary growth as if it were the rings ofa 
native white pine, each year enveloping 
more of the land, more of its past, more 
of its people. Enter his home and you'll 
findtens of thousands of books on Michi- 
gan, but you'll not find the writer home, 
for itis summer and he is out trampling 
through the forest grasses to catch an- 
other glimpse of her swollen rivers, take 
in the moan of a petulant wind snared in 
her dunes, or to cruise her estate sales 
for yet another rare journal. At the least, 
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Larry Massie at home in his 
beloved Allegan Forest.

What you'lldiscoveris that Massie's 
greatest talent (beyond prodigious his- 
torical research) is knowing what will 
provoke our imagination. Whenever 
possible, Massie allows the voices of 
the past to speak for themselves. But to 
amplify the illuminate, Massie enters 
just as the voice grows faint, rounding 
out the teller's owntale. If you have read 
Massie, this new publication will add to 
your joy; if you haven't, "Michigan Memo- 
ries" is the perfect place to begin what 
will become a long appreciation of his 
greatest love: the sorted history of our 
border state.
